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SIDNKY LUC AS AGAIN. 

It matters nauj^ht wbat is asked of Sidney 
Lucas, this gallant son of Top Qallant — Addie 
C. II. always does bis best, and is now undoubt- 
edly the i'rundest three-year-old in the west, 
and so far as the Chicago race-goin#r public is 
concerned, is ‘'King of the Turf.” 

Thompson Bros.’ Derby winner and much- 
abused colt was giving away weight to all of 
the other starters in Saturday's Turf Congress 
Handicap at Washington Park, but had the 
premier jtKikey Bullman up and the crowd with 
him, so consecjuently he closed a slight favorite 
over Albert Simons’ pair, Potente and Fly By 
N ight. 

Everyone that can afford it seems to have the 
race-going fever and when the horses went to 
the post for the Turf Congress Handicap, every 
seat in the big grandstand, both up stairs and 
dow’ii, was occupied, people were crowded in the 
aisles, and. notwithstanding the hot sun, men 
elbow’ed one another for standing room on the 
lawn in front of the stand. 

It seemed everyone was anxious to get a look 
at Bullman and the air was filled with gossip of 
Bullman and Sidney Lucas. This pair is cer- 
tain y a hard one to beat, but their chances of 
winning after rounding the club house turn ani 
going down the backstretch seemed very slim 
to one that saw the race and could tell the 
colo'S. 

All good jockeys make mistakes at times and 
poor Bullman certainly had his troubles in this 
race. He got away in a good position but the field 
was bunched so closely on the first turn that 
he had no chance to get through and to pull out 
and go around meant to lose many lengths, so 
Bullman took the colt back and waited for an 
opening to get through but every time he 
started to move up with Sidney Lucas some of 
the other boys would pull in and shut him off. 
After remaining in last position for a 
half mile and seeing no chance of 
ever getting through on the inside Bullman 
wisely decided to take the long route 
and draw'ing his whip at the half mile post be 
went to work on Sidney Lucas, and the game 
way in w’hich the colt responded was marvelous. 
One by one he picked up his horses, and finally, 
when the stretch was reached. Sidney’s white 
nose loomed up in front. The crowd could 
hardly believe it was Lucas in front and did not 
begin their cheering until the eighth post was 
reached, and here everyone seemed to be struck 
with a fit of joy at once and a spontaneous 
cheer rent the air. 

Women shrieked themselves hoarse and many 
a handkerchief was unravelled by those that 
were too modest to make a noise, but wanted to 
show their admiration of Bullman and the good 
game colt that he rode to such a popular vic- 
tory. Men fairly went wild w’ith enthusiasm 
and for an instant the air was tilled with hats, 
canes and umbreUas. 

After the excitement had faded away and the 
enthusiastic Bullman and Sidney Lucas ad- 
mirers had let up their roar it was notice<l that 
Fly By Night was lieing led back to the stand 
by his jockey, Cayw(K>d, badly broken down, 
and his stable companion, Potente. was 
hobbling about <iuite lame from being cut 
down during the race, presumably by Pink 
Coat. This was a queer coincidence, that two 
horses from the same stable should meet with 
such bad luck in the same race. 

Second to Sidney Lucas was The Lady, who, 
carrying 103 pounds, was well ridden by the once 
famous Jockey Bergen, and in third place was 
Rome Respass’ recent purchase, Serrano. Pink 
Coat, after making all kinds of trouble in the 
paddi>ck and taking the longest route, finished 
fourth. 



May Beach was a speed marvel Saturday and 
it is probable that had she l>een hard pressed 
all the way in the second race that the three- 
quarter of a mile record would have b<‘en 
broken. As it w as. the handsome daughter of 
Bobby Beach— Faitliless, pulle<l almost to a 
walk, stepped the six furlongs in 1:12L The 
Texas-bred mare did not beat horses of good 
class, but nevertheless her performance was a 
remarkable one and led F. T. Wood, her 
owner, to say that nothing would suit him bet- 
ter than to get a match on wdth Sly. 

Advance Guard and Gold Fox furnished a 
sensation almost equal to the Sidney Lucas 
race by finishing so close together that only the 
judges could separate them. It was Bullman to 
the front again and the boy certainly did ride 
a grand race and also a powerful finish. Gold 
Fox was undoubtedly the best as the race was 
run. but Bullman so far outfinished Boland 
that he turned defeat into victory. Boland had 
a whining lead on a goo<l, game h ■•rse at the 
sixteenth post, but when Bullman drew up 
alongside of him with Advance Guard the boy 
seemed to become rattled and lost all control of 
himself and incidentally a race on the best 
horse. 

Bullman had friends and admirers enouah 
for any one person before the Advance Guard 
race, but after it he was pronounced a wonder 
on all sides. 

Secretary Howard made a humorous remark 
in regard to selling races and it seems that he 
is correct in bis statement. Be says: '’'Put on 
a $^,000 selling race and it will not fill, but the 
owners fall over one another to enter their ani- 
mals in the $4C0 selling races. Then,” says Mr. 
How’ard, “along comes Texas Smith an<l runs 
the winner up or else gets himself a good, use- 
ful horse through the claiming clause.” 
Limerick, a pretty shifty selling plater, won 
the fourth race, which was at one mile and a 
sixteenth, and was promptly boosted from 
SI .400 to $1 800 by J. H. Smith. Of course J. F. 
Schorr retained his horse. T. Burns rode Lim. 
erick and handled him to perfection. He 
waited in third position on the rail until the 
stretch was reached. Then he set sail for the 
fiying Mellocole in front, and along about the 
sixteenth post he got to and passed Mellocole. 
From this time to the end Limerick had every- 
thing his own way, winning handily by nearly 
three lengths. 

Garry Hermann, never better than 3 to 10, 
gave his backers an awful scare in the first 
race. The colt is a natural loafer, and besides 
this got away all in a tangle, and despite Bo- 
land's hard whipping be could not keep up 
with his horses in the first part of the race. .\t 
the head of thestretch, however. when the others 
with the exception of Sannazaro, swung wide, 
Garry Hermann came through on the rail with a 
rush and won with great ease. Behind Garry 
Hermann was a battle royal for second place, 
and Sannazaro, thanks to Bullmau’s powerful 
finish, got the decision. 

One of the most exciting day's racing in the 
history of the club was brought to a close by 
Chappa<iua, who came home by himself five 
lengths in front of Little Reggie. 

The manager of the Transit House at the 
stock yards, is going to offer a great induce- 
ment to owners w ho intend going direct to the 
Woodard & Shanklin sale from the Washington 
Park track Monday and Tuesday evenings, in 
the w'ay of a genuine old-fashioned Kentucky 
dinner. 

KKADY AT HAWTHORNE. 

Barney Schreiber has been notified by Man- 
ager McEvoy, of the Chicago Jockey Club, that 
his entries will be accepted at Hawthorne. Mr. 
Schreiber had made plans to take his stable to 



Saratoga, but will now leave the greater part of 
it in Chicago in charge of Felix Carr, and will 
bring the other horses back in time to race at 
the Hawthorne meeting beginning next Mon- 
day. July 23. In explaining their action in the 
Schreiber case the Hawthorne officials say : 
“Turf Congress rules make it compulsory to ob- 
serve edicts of expulsion and ruling off only. 
Rule 18 is explicit on this point. Mr. Schreiber 
has not been expelled or ruled off. He is under 
suspension only. Rule 190 gives each associa- 
tion discretionary powers in matters of this na- 
ture, and we propose to treat Mr. Schreiber as a 
man in good standing. Of course, if he had 
l)een expelled or ruled off we would be power- 
less, but as he is under suspension only we are 
at liberty to receive him if we wish to.” 

Five great two-year-olds will start in a handi- 
cap sweepstakes at Hawthorne on Saturday, 
July 28. The Chicago Jockey Club adds $2,000 
and each owner is to put up S'jOO additional, 
making a stake of $4,.')00, all of which, with the 
exception of $.')00 for the second horse, is to go 
to the winner. The race will be at five and a 
half or six furlongs, as the owmers may decide, 
and the handicap will be based on eight pounds 
off the scale. The following horses will proba- 
bly start, as all the owners have agreed to the 
terms : 

Garry Hermann, by Esher— Silk Gown. 

Miss Bennett, by Russell— Memoria. 

Golden Age, by Golden Garter— Nonage. 

Silverdale, by Faverdale— Golden Rod 11. 

Harry Herendeen, by Faustus— Bothnia. 

Haw'thorne’s famous steeplechase course has 
been almost entirely reconstructed. The jumps 
have been raised and placed at new angles, the 
wings elevated, and the ground in front of the 
timbers packed with cinders and tanbark to 
afford better footing for the jumpers. Every 
inch of the turf course has also been gone over 
and put in shape for the big steeplechase events 
which are to be a feature of the racing at the 
Cicero track this summer. 

TO RACE AT HARLEM. 

Nominations to Harlem’s summer stake races 
continue to come in large numbers to the office 
of the Harlem Jockey Club. Secretary Nathan- 
son is out of the city, and when he returns this 
week, it will be to find more than sixty en- 
velopes containing stake nominations upon his 
desk. The post marks on a majority of the 
l>apers bear eastern dates, which verifies the 
prediction that many of the big eastern horse- 
men purpose campaigning their horses at Har- 
lem after the close of the Brighton Beach and 
Saratoga meetings. Nominations for the Har- 
lem summer stakes will close Monday, July 23. 
Before that date it is expected that some of the 
best horses in America will be named to start 
in one or more of the stake events which w’ill be 
run every other day at Harlem. 

Although Harlem’s summer meeting is still 
three weeks distant a large number of owners 
has reserved stable room at the Proviso course.

PERI»LEXTTIES OF RACING. 

The activity of Judges Murphy and Price and 
the board of stewards at the current Fair 
Grounds meeting and their earnest efforts to 
check anything like sharp practice on the part 
of horsemen or jockeys has met with the kind- 
liest comment on all hands. Of course, many 
are inclined to bo critical, and claim that the 
measures taken are not severe enough, and 
that they do not get at the root of such evil as 
does exist. While this is true, to a certain ex- 
tent, it should be remembered that the most dif- 
ficult thing in the W’orld to prove is fraud in a 
horse race. A person may be morally certain 
that this, that or the other horse is not ridden 
to win or is stimulated by some prescribed 
drug, but a horse is morally uncertain, and the 
accused person can always produce a string of 
natural causes which could easily account for 
what looks bad. 

There are such an infinite number of things 
which can affect the result of a horse race that 
no man can feel certain as to the causes which 
bring about the defeat of one horse or the suc- 
cess of another. A bad ride can be detected, 
but the culpability of the jockey is open to 
doubt. He may be a good boy and ride an ex- 
ceptionally bad race with the most honest in- 
tention in the world. For instance, he may be 
instructed to watch a particular horse, and to 
lay back until that horse starts for the front 
and to go up with him. That particular horse 
may meet with all sorts of trouble. He may 
get off bad and be interfered with, and the 
other boy, w’aiting for him to come up, all 
unaware of what is happening behind him, 
may wait to long and get beaten. 

A case- in point was in the Club Members' 
Handicap, recently run at the Fair Grounds. 
No one doubts that Tommy Burns and Charlie 
Vandusen, riding, respectively, Sam Phillips 
and Pink Coat, the tw’o choices, were extremely 
anxious to win. Both are capable riders, 
yet both rode very bad races and were beaten 
in consequence. Burns, thinking he had only 
Pink Coat to beat, held back for the sole pur- 
pose of keeping Pink Coat in the worst going 
and he waite<l too long. When he set his horse 
down to go after Pinochle and Found, he found 
[ himself so far behind that he could not 
begin to make up the gap. Under all these 
circumstances, the difficulty of a judicial posi- 
tion can be appreciated. That prompt action 
has been taken in every case in which the offi- 
cials felt convinced something was wrong can 
not be questioned and the effect has naturally 
been good.— St. Louis Sporting News. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Marcus Daly, owner of the Bitter Root Farm 
in Montana, has quit the turf. It is not known 
whether his colors, “copper, green sleeves 
and cap,” will ever again be seen on a race 
track. One thing is certain, h's colors will 
not be seen this season. The loss of Mr. Daly 
will be a severe blow to the Eastern turf, 
as he was one of its best supporters. 
He has had many cracks in his string, among 
them being the great Tammany, which won 
many r.ices for him. Mr. Daly also owned Mon- 
tana. which won the Suburban Handicap some 
years ago from Major Domo and Lam plighter. It 
was he who gave John Madden .'^41,000 for Ham- 
burg as a three-year-old, and then, after win- 
ning two or three races with him, the principal 
ones being the Realization Stakes and the 
Brighton Cup, retired him to the stud. 

Illness is wliat caused Mr. Daly to retire. He 
had twenty-five horses ready to race, twenty- 
three of them being two-year-olds, and the other 
two, St. Finan and Inishfree, three-year-olds. 
The lot was in training all year, as Mr. Daly 
intended to race them in hie own colors.— St. 
Louis Republic.

Judge Swigert 
did not like the two races, and issued the order 
of banishment.— Exchange.
